This launching brings a successful conclusion to one 
of the outstanding engineering feats of modern times. This 
is the first time that underwater segments of a tunnel have 
been built on land, sealed air tight and floated to their des- 
tination where, by the addition of cement, they have been 
gradually sunk into their places. 

The last segment of the tunnel weighs 4,000 tons and 
is 250 feet long, and will require six weeks from the time 
of launching to the time it is in place at the bottom of the 
river. 

The lowest point of the tunnel will be eighty feet below 
the surface of the river, where it reaches its maximum depth. 

It is seldom that two great river projects are under 
way in one city at the same time. While this tunnel is being 
constructed, the Ambassador Bridge, which will connect 
Detroit with nearby Canada, is nearing completion and is 
expected to be opened to the public about December 1. 

Up to the present time traffic between the United States 
‘and Canada at Detroit has been carried on by means of ferry- 


boats.

Says Similar Track 
Additions Would Have 
Been Impossible

been increased only eighty-four, 
bringing the total at that time to 
p34 miles of route under operation. 

Since the adoption of the bus 
in 1923, the company has increased 
its route mileage some 2,700, 
with only minor track extensions 
and has been enabled to increase 
the scope of its service to include 
interurban, suburban, charter bus 
service and excursion service. 

While the returns from use of 
otor buses as transportation me- 
ium have not yet reached a point 
pf complete satisfaction, Mr. Mc- 
Darter declared that steady improve- 
iment has been noted. In speaking 
of the advantages of this service 
iMr. McCarter said in part: 

“The development of automotive 
transport has entirely changed the 
face of local transportation condi- 
tions. Whatever natural elements 
of monopoly the industry once 
enjoyed have disappeared. Tne 
habits of the American people as 
they affect the use of public car- 
riers have been changed, and the 
physical difficulties connected 
with the giving of proper service 
have been greatly augmented. 

If the history of transportation 
in this country proves anything at 
hil, it proves that indiscriminate 
bompetition among common carriers 
inevitably leads. in the end. to poor 
service and high rates. Today, when 
there are more available transporta- 
tion agencies than ever before, this 
conclusion applies with increased

[ania transit in subways. and 
} jon elevated structures. street cars, 
motor buses. in city, suburban, 
| interurban and special service, and 
taxicabs, have all become necessary 
| facilities in an adequate and com- 
prehensive system of local transit. 
If they are pitted against each other 
in competitive warfare, the result 
| fis waste that destroys the ability of 
each of them to perform its full 
possibility of service and costs of 
operation that are in the end borne 
by the user of the service. 

““If they are co-ordinated under 
a single management, each can be 
used to its full advantage, pro- 
viding a service that meets public 
requirements. and each can _ be 
yperated economically and efficient- 
ly so as together give such compre- 
hensive service as is called for by 
community requirements, rather 
than by the profit making ex- 
igencies of a host of individual 
owners. 

“In co-ordination in the group- 

jing under one responsible manage- 
ment of the various agencies of local 
|transportation lies, in my opinion, 
not only the future of this industry, 
but the hope of our communities to 
secure adequate service. 

“In New Jersey we are working 
to that end. Public Service Co- 
ordinated Transport is. as its name 
implies, an organization employing 
several transportation facilities. 
Operation of street cars and ferries 
was begun in 1903; of motor buses 
on an extended scale in 1923; of 
taxicabs in 1927, and within a com- 
paratively ‘short time the operation 
of cars in an open-cut subway will 
be undertaken. The company owns 
2,390 street cars for operation over 
524 miles of route, which includes 
872 miles of track; 2,406 motor buses 
over 2,570 miles of route; nine ferry 
boats at two separate crossings and 
sixty-seven taxicabs. 

“This year it will carry approxi- 
mately 670,000,000 passengers, of 
whom some 350,000,000 will be 
transported in buses. 

“One organization conducts this 

| business; one supervisory force di- 
rects it; cars and buses are oper- 
' ated from the same houses and are 
t built and repaired in the same 
: shops; car schedules and bus sched- 
ules are supervised by the same de- 
} partment; car operators and bus op-

“We may, I think, properly claim 
to be merchants of transportation, | 
—e we have outgrown our old- 
time habit of confining our atten- 
tion to the mere running of street 
cars on rails in the way that was 
done in the days of our fathers, and | 
are attempting to find out what 
the public wants and are doing our 
best to give it to them. 


“It is the development of the 
motor bus that has given us this 
opportunity. I recognize, as every 
transportation man must recog- 
nize, that transportation on rails 
will indefinitely continue to be es- 
sential to mass transportation, and 
its importance in the scheme oj 
good service, yet I am forced to 
the belief that, in the expansion 
and diversification of that service, 
it is the bus that will play the 
most important part. 

“In 1910, before the advent of the 
motor bus, we were operating some 
450 miles of route, as distinct from 
miles of track; in 1923, when we 
began the operation of motor buses 
we were operating 534 miles, a gain 
of 84 miles in thirteen vears. Since 
1923 we have added some 2,700 miles 
of route, with the exception of a 
minor extension of track, all in 
miles of bus route. for which we 
have, of course. incurred no ex- 
pense for either track construction 
or right of way 

“Necessary investment in track 
and equipment would, even under 
the most prosperous conditions, 
have made any such extensive ex- 
pansion of street railway facilities 
impossible, vet the rapid decline 
in riding habit on practically all 
street railways during the period 
indicates, that if additional pass- 
engers are to be obtained it is es- 
sential that the companies extend 
their facilities in order to get them. 

In 1910 we carried on our cars 
341.398.688 passengers. Figures for 
1923 are not available for compari- 
son by reason of a suspension of 
service caused by a strike, but in 


| 1922 we carried 410.212,814, a gain 


of some _ 68,.000.020 in the twelve 
years. Then in 1923 we began to 
operate buses and in 1928 we carried 
on cars and buses 643,134,181, a gain 
of some 230,000.000 passengers in five 
years, as the result of our taking 
over of other agencies and of ex- 
tension of sorvidl. 

“These figures of increase are 


;somewhat affetced by changes in the 


method of counting passengers, but 
the legitimate increase is very sub- 
stantial. 

“This is an ago in which people 
demand speed, and, in everything 
that affects their living habits, con- 
venience and comfort. Our sister 
industries in the electric and gas | 
fields have helped to create sucli 
demand in the home. and their 
progress and prosperity are largely 
due to new uses and the increased 
convenience of the services. 

“In my opinion the motor bus, 
which even in our comparatively 
short expeience with it has been 
greatly improved, both in ways 
which increase its attractiveness 
to riders and those which affect 
its economical and efficient oper- 
ation, affords an opportunity to 
transportation companies to cre- 
ate and at the same time meet 
new demands in the transporta- | 
tion field. 

“The bus is the best answer to the 
urge of the private motor car. Ia 
speed it nearly approaches it: in 
comfort. the better type of bus 
equals it: in convenience. when the 
difficulties in finding parking space | 
are considered, it excels it: while it 
is far and away the more econom- 
ical. The bus permits, also, a near 
approach to that “house to destina- 
tion” service to which the use of 
the private automobile has ac- 
customed the American people. 

“In New Jersey our extensive use 
of the motor bus has come about 
because we have found it the best 
way to meet public demand for ad- 
ditional transportation facilities. 
The financing of track extensions 
sufficient to provide any appre- 
ciable part of the service that we 
now give would, as I have said, have | 
been impossible, yet if we had not | 
undertaken to meet this demand | 
we would have been confronted by | 
irresponsible competition that would | 
eventually have ruined such railway | 
properties as we did operate. 

“We cannot, as yet, boast of satis- | 
factory financial returns as the re- | 
sult of our efforts at co-ordinating 
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| service, but we can say that our 
Situation is today immeasurably 


more favorable and secure than it 
would have been had we attempted 
to meet the new conditions by any 


other method than through such 


co-ordination.” 

A discussion of fares yesterday 
brought out some interesting sug- 
gestions on increasing the revenue 


|}of a company by applying sales 


methods to transportation. The re- 
sults of various sales campaigns 
were discussed, and the consensus 
was, apparently, to the effect that 
transportation cou'd be advantage- 
ously sold by similar methods to 
those employed in selling other 
commodities. Time payments for 
transportation fares were discussed, 
but methods of sales and collections 
vi Chis type were somewhat in- 
definite 

The need for transportation more 
nearly approximating that  fur- 
nished by privately owned auto- 
mobiles was emphasized by a report 
ot a national survey which indicat- 
ed that the average person today 
will not walk more than 1.500 feet 
to catch a car or a bus. In this 
connection, considerable discussion 
arose as to the advisability of com- 
panies operating flat-rate taxi serv- 
ice, but reports of investigations of 
previous experiments of this sort 
were not encoyraging

Lists of potential buyers can be 
developed by actual survey of the 
local market by the salesmen, the 
men endeavoring to list first of all 
the items most needed by their 
customers in order to save effort. 
Building permits and trade reports 


are sources of prospective buyers’ 
names. Allied industries are a 
source of possible installations, 


which does not receive enough at- 
tention when prospects are being 
sought. 

Manufacturers must impress job- 
bers with the necessity of maintain- 
ing active prospect lists and when 
one is not available on any line, it 
may be inferred that that line is 
being neglected.

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Striking Bodies 


Many Refinements Shown 
In Engine and Chassis 


(Continued from Page 1) 
| their rigid construction. The frame 


driver at the top edge of the wind- 
shield. 

In the general design of the 
bodies, a clearly defined median line | 
is employed to divide the whole into 
modernistic planes and this dividing 
line is noticed in the rear of ail 
models. The fenders are full crowned 
and the running board is unusually 
short, as we noted above. The front 
fenders have an exceptionally long 
Sweep and the rear fenders are 
arched, with the skirt extended at 
the rear. Parking lights are mount- 
ed on the high point of the front 
fender crown. 

The bore and stroke of the en- 
gine are 3x4% inches respectively. 
The piston displacement is 268.6 
cubic inches. The engine is of the 
conventional L-head, eight-in-line 
type produced by Hupmobile since 
1925. Eight counterweights, one at 
each crank throw, are mounted on 
the 108'4-pound crankshaft. A vi- 
bration damper further assures vi- 
brationless performance. Three pis- 
ton rings are used, two of the com- 
pression and one of the oil return 
type. The piston pins are graduated 
in thickness to compensate for the 
locking pin which passes through 
one end of the piston pin to lock in 
the opposite side by means of 
threads. 

Both the exhaust and intake valve 
are of one piece construction. The 
former is of nickel chromium and 
the exhaust valve is of Sil-chrome 


steel. The valve mechanism is based 
on aeronautical practice, and em- 
ploys the “rocker arm” type of 


lifters made of chromium ball steel 
forgings that have been heat treated 
and ground. Because of this con- 
struction, the weight of the valve, 
mechanism is considerably less than 
that of other types. This design is 
for the purpose of securing increased 
quiet through the lighter reciprocat- 
ting parts of the valve assembly. 
These valve springs are double, tele- 
Scoping springs one of which is of 
the left hand and the other of the 
right hand type. All of the valve 
mechanism is enclosed to protect it 
from dirt. It is lubricated both by 
splash from the crank case and 
pressure though the “rocker arm” 
pivot shaft.

The net income in the first nine months of the fiscal year ended July | 
31, 1929, was $1,066,985, which was nearly equa] to the net income of 


$1,137,745 for the whole of the year 1928. The net income of the third 
quarter was $359,000, and that of the fourth quarter should be sufficient 
to boost the net for the entire fiscal yeaf to several hundred thousand 
dollars above that of the preceding fiscal year. 

It is highly significant and speaks well for the management of 
the company that its net income has not fallen below the $1,000,000 
mark in the past seven years. The most narrow escape was in 1924, 
when the net reached $1,006,510, as compared with $1,170,579 in 1923. 
The net increased to $1,243,713 in 1924 and to $1,280,715 in the follow- 
ing year.

The capitalization consists of $3,000,000 in 6 per cent. cumulative pre- 
ferred stock of $100 par value, of which $2,500,000 is outstanding, and 200,- 
000 shares of no par common, all of which is outstanding. The last 
offering of the stock was in 1927, when 60,000 shares of common were 
offered at $30 a share. This stock was acquired from individuals and did 
not represent new financing. It is listed on the Claveland and New York 
stock exchanges, where it has been active recently, making new high 
marks for the year. Its current price is around $65 a share, as compared 
with $40, the price at which it sold earlier in the year. Regular dividends 
are being paid both on the preferred and common, the payment on the 
latter amounting to 50 cents quarterly.

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Urge Satety Congress to 
Study Accident Causes 


By WALTER BERMiINGHAM 


Oct. 3—A_ plea for 
more intelligent siudy of the 
causes of automobile accidents 
and for more scientific methods 
of cutting down the mounting an- 
nual toll of such mishaps was 
voiced this morning by Hawley 
Simpson, traffic engineer of Es- 
sex county, N. J., in opening the 
fourth day's session of the public 
safety division at the Eighteenth 
Annual Safety Congress. 

Accident records must be used to 
the nth degree and not merely filed 
away.” he asserted. “When applied 
practically they sometimes produce 
startling results.” 

It was pointed out, for instance, 
that while it is generally considered 
that the installation of traffic con- 
trol lights has a pronounced effect 
in cutting down accidents, this 1s 
not really the case 

Simpson's studies over a period of 
a year show that when traific aver- 
ages above 1,000 cars per daytime 
hour the signals decreased accidents 
by some 35 per cent. With a volume 
between 800 and 1,000 there was a 
lesser decrease. and with traffic be- 
low 800 there was not only no de- 
crease, but in many cases a marked 
increase. 

“The conclusion to be drawn 
he declared, “that where traffic can 
move with less delay without sig- 
nals than with signals, accidents 
will also be less without signals.” 

The vaiue of the commercial air 
brake as a safety factor on heavy 
trucks, particularly those carrying 
trailers. was highly indorsed at the 
moining session of the taxicab and 
fleet owners’ section by A. E. Lund- 
steadt of the Bowman Dairy Com- 
pany of Chicago.
